ELECTION OF SENATORS. 


The San Jose Mercury, by dint of 


much blowing of its own horn, has suc- 
ceeded in attracting considerable news- 
paper attention to a plan which It 
claims to have originated, whereby sen- 
ators can be elected practically by a di- 
rect vote of the people, without watt- 
ing for a constitutional amendment or 
making any change in the existing ma- 
chinery of election. 
The plan, at Is 


well known, is simply that the atat« 
convention of earn party shall nomi- 
nate a candidate for senator. The leg- 
islative candidates, being pledged to 
vote for the party nomine*, will be- 
come, like candidates for presidential 
electors, mere counters for the direct 
registration of the popular will. 


The trouble with this plan is that it 


has all of the disadvantages of an elec- 
tion by direct vote, with none of its 
advantages. 
Under no plan can the 


people determine -what person shall be 
senator: they can at most determine to 
what party he shall belong, and that 
they do now. 
The person would be se- 


lected by a convention composed of no 
better men than the legislature, and, 
AS a body, much more easily manipu- 
lated. 
The convention delegates have 


"favorite sons," for whom they will 
trade anything and everything- 
The 


legislator has merely a lot of local 
bill?, and to pass these he trades his 
vote for other local bills, not his vote 
for senator. The convention can there- 
fore be manipulated within the recog- 
nized limits of legitimate politics, while 
the legislature can only be manipulated 
by corruption, direct or Indirect. Cor- 
ruption Is worse than convention trad- 
ing, but both are bad, and corruption 
is the easlesr to guard against because 
It Is recognized as wrong. 


A convention, too, cannot be indefi- 


nitely deadlocked. It must reach some 
decision, ev«i when no decision and no 
senator would be the lesser evil. This 
liability to deadlocks, which is the com- 
monest argument against the present 
system, is really the strongest point 
in its favor. 


Tt will never be possible, in the nature 


of things, for legislative candidates tu 
become mere counters. 
A legislature 


has many things to do besides electing 
a senator, and a man's fitness to do 
these oth«r things must be considerefl, 
as well as hi« pledge to vote for a cer- 
tain candidate for senator. Too many 
unfit men get into the legislature as It 
is, through partisanship and general 
political carelessness. 
If a party, by 


patting up a strong senatorial candi- 
date, could float any sort ol legisla- 
tive driftwood, or if the strongest legis- i ne h£s fcept his promise to be absc 


lutely independent in his actions a 
governor of the state.

knowledge that to defeat him is to elect 
a better man of the same party.

tem are not that it is a bad system, 
but Uiat it works badly.

Guard, and under Senator Dickinson's 
bill It Is made to conform to the regu- 
lar army as closely as possible under 
the different conditions prevailing 
tween the two organizations. 


Section 1M1 reads: "The companies 


and divisions of the National Guard an 
armed and efmlpped in the same man 
ner as similar corps In 
the United 


States armyW navy." 


A new section is added to the politi- 


cal code, which provldes^for a medi- 
cal department of the National Guard, 
organized Into a sanitary £0rps. which 
shall consist of one Surgeon General, 
with the rank of colonel, and such 
number of commissioned officers, non- 
commissioned officers and privates as 
may be required to furnish 
an effi- 


cient service for the organised strength 
of the National Guard. 
The officers 


of Li.e sanitary corps shall be assigned 
as follows; To each organized division, 
one chief surgeon, ranking as colonel: 
to each brigade, one chief surgeon with 
the rank of lieutenant colonel: to each 
regiment, one surgeon, with the rank 
of major: to each organized battalion, 
one surgeon with the rank of captain. 
The commanding officer of the guard 
Is authorized to transfer men from the 
companies to do duty in the hospital 
corps, provided they pass a satisfactory 
examination. Privates of the sanitary 
corps shall do duty as cooks, nurses, 
attendants, stretcher-bearers, ambu- 
lance drivers, etc.. and their pay shall 


able.

may refuse to set aside this law, on the 
ground that It is within the l.mits of 
the constitution, if not within the lim- 
its of good sense.

So far there is no demand 
from General Otis for more troop's than 
are now on their way to Manila, His 
last call was for three batteries of light 
artillery. 


These were placed at once under or- 


ders for Manila, and are on their way to 
San Francisco. 
They will sail about 


the IGth of April. 
Those who insist 


that the provisional army must be or- 
ganized say that they have Information 
from the I'hilippines which indicates 
that a volunteer army cannot be en- 
listed for six months, as provided for 
In the bill, from the volunteers who will 
be mustered out when the ratifications 
of peace are exchanged. 
It Is claimed 


that these volunteers will demandtrans- 
portatton home at once, and that there 
will nat be enough regiments in the 
Philippines to carry on the war with 
the Filipinos. 


Adjutant General Corbln says that 


information received direct from Gen- 
eral Otis is to the effect that the vol- 
unteer troops now In the Philippines 
have remonstrated against being sent 
home while the active operations are 
in progress. General Otis sald'that the 
volunteers had patriotically declined 
to take advantage of that and had ex- 
pressed the deftire to continue in ser- 
vice ax lonr as there was any ngtbin?

Whether or not it will run at Its full 
capacity will depend entirely upon the 
amount of milk and cream which it can 
procure. 


The plant will depend for its supply 


of cream on the 
skimming stations 


which will .be established in different 
parts of the valley. 
C. H. Schmidt, of 


the creamery, is now at Selma, super- 
intend'ng the erection of a skimming 
station at that place. 
The company 


will erect a station at any point in the 
valley which can furnish from 1000 to 
2000 gallons of milk a day. 
The largest 


plant will, of course, be in 


this city, where the milk from the colo- 
nies will be received. 


The method employed in making but- 


ter will in itself be something uf a nov- 
elty. 
The process will 
be what Is 


known as the gravity system which 
makes the largest quantity o£ butter 
with the least expense. 


The first step in the process will be 


to elevate the milk to a platform 16 feet
